Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cowhridge  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1961. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in 
Circular  1 /62  Wales  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  deals  with 
such  matters  as  vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  health  services, 
housing,  water  supplies,  drainage,  public  cleansing,  food  hygiene, 
atmospheric  pollution  and  infectious  diseases. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
district  was  20,050  which  is  an  increase  of  1,210.  There  were 
366  births.  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  7 and  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  19.44  which  compares  with  22.89 
being  the  rate  for  all  rural  districts  in  the  County.  It  is  noted 
that  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  5 infants  died  and  that 
of  these,  4 died  during  the  hrst  week. 

The  death  rate  for  the  population  was  12.84  compared  with 
14.40  for  other  rural  districts. 

Of  the  deaths  62.5  per  cent,  survived  to  the  age  of  65. 

During  the  year  there  were  411  cases  of  notifiable  diseases 
which  was  more  than  the  previous  year.  In  the  main,  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles.  There  were  10 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  8 pneumonia,  and  2 whooping  cough. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  a large  number  of  new 
houses  built  and  this  was  mainly  as  a result  of  private  enterprise. 
The  number  built  by  the  Council  was  32. 

More  Category  5 properties  have  been  dealt  with  by 
demolition  and  a few  have  been  upgraded  as  a result  of  recon- 
ditioning which  has  been  carried  out. 

Many  properties  throughout  the  district  are  being  maintained 
and  decorated  in  an  improved  manner. 
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Food  hygiene  has  shown  a considerable  improvement  as  a 
result  of  new  and  modern  shop  fittings  and  the  adoption  of  newer 
appliances. 

During  the  year,  the  caravan  sites  which  are  sited  in  the 
southern  area,  called  for  a good  deal  of  attention,  and  the  new 
standard  conditions  which  were  being  applied  by  the  Council 
have,  as  yet,  not  been  fully  put  into  use.  However,  there  have 
been  some  improvements.  The  standard  of  caravan  is  each  year 
being  raised,  but  unfortunately  there  are  still  a number  of 
caravans  on  some  sites  which  have  outlived  their  useful  life  and 
should  be  replaced. 

Our  bathing  beaches  have  been  well  used  throughout  the 
summer  season  and  the  only  complaints  which  were  received 
were  as  a result  of  cows  visiting  the  water’s  edge  at  Colhugh 
Beach.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  local  farmer  who 
took  certain  action  to  prevent  this  contamination  of  the  beach 
being  continued. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Cowbridge  Rural  Area  lies  between  the  southern  edge 
of  the  South  Wales  Coalfield  and  the  Bristol  Channel.  The  64 
square  miles  are  subdivided  into  28  parishes  of  varying  sizes  and 
density  of  population. 

Farming,  the  major  industry,  is  for  the  most  part  on  a small 
scale,  and  relatively  few  of  the  farmhouses  are  so  isolated  as  to 
be  outside  the  scope  of  modern  amenities  such  as  electricity,  and 
piped  water  supply.  Because  of  the  high  fertility  value  of  the 
land,  milk  and  meat  production  form  the  primary  interest  and 
arable  activities  are  mostly  supplemental. 

The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  are  to  the 
north  including  the  small  townships  of  Llanharan,  BiAmna  and 
Llanharry,  and  in  the  south  Llantwit  Major  and  St.  Athan. 

Labour  in  the  no’rthern  portion  is  absorbed  by  the  several 
factories,  collieries  and  iron  ore  mine.  Workers  in  the  southern 
parishes  are  mainly  engaged  at  the  Air  Force  Station  of  St. 
Athan,  and  at  the  British  Electricity  .Authority’s  new  power 
station  at  The  Leys  in  course  of  construction. 

Public  mains  water  is  available  at  satisfactory  pressure  in 
each  of  the  twenty-eight  parishes.  The  ridge  lands  in  the  northern 
extremity  of  the  district,  however,  rise  above  the  upper  limit  for 
the  Water  Board’s  service  and  here  a relatively  small  number  of 
farmhouses  rely  on  private  supplies. 
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I’he  villages  and  townships  of  Llanharan,  Brynna,  d'homas- 
town,  \’nysinardy,  Llanharan,  Tylagarw,  Llanl)lethian  and 
Aberthin  are  sewered  to  municipal  sewage  disposal  works,  and 
those  of  Llantwit  Major,  Boverton  and  St.  Athan  have  sea 
outfalls. 

Since  1949  the  Council  has  undertaken  the  collection  of  refuse 
by  a direct  labour  scheme  using  three  modern  collection  vehicles 
to  give  once  weekly  service  in  the  centre  and  .south,  and  a twice 
weekly  clearance  in  the  northern  parishes  where  coalmining  forms 
the  main  employment. 

Cesspool  emptying  by  mechanical  means  is  operated  by  the 
Council  throughout  the  area.  A scheme  for  the  provision  of 
approved  pattern  refuse  bins  covers  the  whole  area. 

Electricity  is  available  in  every  part  of  the  district  and  much 
progress  is  being  made  to  connect  up  the  outlying  farms  and  more 
isolated  households.

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(h)  Orthopaedic  Hospitals 

Orthopaedic  cases  may  receive  treatment  at  the  Prince 
of  Wales  Hospital,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  In-patients  are 
treated  at  Crossways  Hospital,  Cowbridge  (within  this 
Area),  and  at  Rhydlafar  Hospital. 

(c)  Infectious  Cases 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Cefn  Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend,  but  under  the  regionalisation 
of  Hospitals,  patients  are  occasionally  admitted  to  Infectious 
Disease  Hospitals  in  other  localities. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the 
Ambulance  Control  Station,  Oak  Street,  Aberkenfig,  the  telephone 
number  of  which  is  Aberkenfig  303. 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station, 
one  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Town 
Hall,  Cowbridge,  and  another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station, 
Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 

Mortuary 

I should  like  again  to  stress  the  need  for  a public  mortuary 
in  the  southern  portion  of  the  area.  At  the  present  time  bodies 
have  to  be  removed  to  the  mortuaries  attached  to  hospitals.  As 
the  Hospital  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station  has  closed  down,  we 
are  left  in  the  difficult  position  of  having  no  facilities  at  all  in 
this  area. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 


During  the  year  under  review  41  1 cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  by  medical  practitioners  in  the  area.  90  of  these 
were  admitted  to  hospital  for  isolation  treatment.  All  cases  of 
infectious  disease  occurring  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station  arc 
isolated  in  sick  bay  as  a safeguard  against  the  spread  of  infection 
to  the  remaining  service  personnel.  The  majority  of  the  90  cases 
mentioned  came  within  this  category. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Ten  cases  were  notified  of  whom  8 were 
service  personnel. 

Measles.  This  was  a year  of  higher  incidence  of  cases  of 
measles,  322  being  recorded.  There  were  23  admissions  to  hospital 
and  again  these  were  service  men. 


Diphtheria.  There  were  no  cases  in  1961.  The  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  has  supplied  the  following  figures  for  immunisa- 
tion of  children  in  this  area: —

Smallpox.  Sixty-seven  primary  vaccinations  and  forty  re- 
vaccinations were  given  during  the  year.  International  Certificates 
of  Vaccination  against  smallpox  are  dealt  with  on  request. 

Whooping  Cough.  Only  2 notifications  of  this  disease  were 
received  during  the  year. 


6 cases  were  notified  l>y  practitioners,  one  of 
which  necessitated  hospital  treatment. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 
L038  injections  of  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  given  at  County 
Council  Clinics  and  39  by  medical  practitioners. 

Food  Poisoning.  The  59  cases  shown  in  the  schedule  were 
all  members  of  the  Royal  Air  Force  and  were  concerned  in  the 
one  outl^eak  of  April  1961.  All  the  patients  were  admitted  to 
Station  Hospital  for  an  overnight  stay  and  the  illness  was  of  short 
duration.  Whereas  only  one  messroom  was  involved  in  the  out- 
break, no  conclusive  evidence  was  forthcoming  as  to  the  exact 
food  which  was  at  fault.

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  the  the  names  of  14  persons  were  added  to 
the  Register  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  Of  these  8 originated  in  the 
Gouncil’s  district.  There  were  4 inward  transfers  from  other  areas. 
Two  names  were  reinstated  on  the  advdee  of  the  Ghest  physician. 

We  were  Informed  that  20  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  15  because  they  had  recovered  and  2 because  they  had 
moved  out  of  the  area.  I’here  were  3 male  deaths  from  the 
disease  during  the  year. 

I’he  living  conditions  of  all  cases  are  kept  in  mind  and  from 
time  to  time  reports  are  made  to  the  Health  Gommittee  when 
any  case  is  thought  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration,  particu- 
larly as  regards  housing  conditions. 

A table  is  given  showing  a summary  of  the  housing  fitness 
which  these  notified  cases  occupy. 

It  appears  that  8 patients  received  treatment  in  sanatoria 
during  the  year.  It  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years  now,  to 
attend  to  the  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  for  persons  who 
are  removed  to  hospitals  or  wherever  it  is  considered  desirable. 
Arrangements  for  this  to  be  done  were  made  with  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  Gefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Ghest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  Tuberculosis  and  environmental  con- 
ditions. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  amongst  the  persons  classed  as 
“Recovered”  from  the  disease  since  January  1958,  there  are  17 
cases  of  particular  interest  regarding  the  Gouncil’s  policy  of 
priority  in  rehousing. 

Rehousing  was  carried  out  for  each  of  the  families  prior  to 
this  recoverv  in  order  to,  improve  conditions  for  them,  and  to 
safeguard  other  members  of  the  household. 

We  would  like  to  think  that  the  Gouncil's  policy  has  assisted 
greatly  in  the  fight  to  overcome  the  disease  amongst  these  patients.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  supply  of  mains  water  under  pressure  is  a constant 
one  undertaken  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  All  mains 
in  the  area  are  interconnected  to  give  a balanced  supply,  and  in 
this  way  the  source  supplies  are  mixed  to  some  degree.  The  major 
part  of  the  supply  comes  from  large  protected  springs  in  this,  and 
the  adjoining  area,  giving  fairly  hard  water.  There  is  no  evidence 
of  plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  schedule  sets  out  details  of  the  93  samples  taken  for 
bacteriorlogical  examination  during  the  year. 


Observations. 

(a)  Mains  Supplies. 

The  only  samples  of  mains  water  that  gave  unsatisfactory 
results  were  two  from  the  Brynna  area  supply  taken  in  the  last 
quarter.  The  Water  Board’s  Engineer  arranged  for  special 
flushing  o be  carried  out  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 
The  contamination  was  not  faecal  in  character  and  the  samples 
only  slightly  below  standard. 


(b)  Private  Supplies. 

The  Seymour  Avenue  supply  gave  an  unsatisfactory  sample 
in  October  again,  and  the  householders  were  reminded  of  the  need 
to  boil  the  water  before  drinking  it,  or  using  for  the  preparation 
of  food. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  was  engaged  in  negotiations 
between  the  several  owners  and  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board 
in  an  effort  to  provide  mains  water  to  serve  the  twelve  dwelling 
houses,  on  the  basis  that  the  owners  would  bear  a portion  of  the 
cost  over  a period  of  12  years.  These  negotiations  were  still  pro- 
ceeding at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  occupiers  of  the  two  houses  at  Graig  Melyn  have 
previously  been  warned  of  the  unreliable  nature  of  the  stream 
supply  serving  their  houses. 

The  samples  taken  from  Llandough  Rectory  and  Fishweir 
Fann  were  used  for  advisory  purposes.  In  the  former  case  the 
occupier  wished  to  use  a stored  rainwater  supply  in  addition  to 
the  mains  water  already  at  his  premises,  and  in  view  of  the  poor 
result,  he  was  advised  not  to  do  so.  In  the  latter  case  the  well 
supply  for  a farm  was  the  subject  of  complaint  by  the  occupier  but 
the  samples  that  have  been  taken  are  .satisfactory  bactcriologically. 
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(c)  Public  Wells  and  Springs. 

Ihe  public  wells  at  Penllyne  and  Llysworney  again  gave 
intermittent  unsatisfactory  samples  during  the  year.  Metal  notice 
boards  are  fixed  in  prominent  positions  at  these  wells  to  warn 
passers-by  of  possible  danger  from  consuming  the  waters  in  a 
raw  state. 

Householders  in  the  neighbourhood  of  each  source  have  also 
Ijeen  warned  in  person. 

The  Llysworney  Well  and  Stallingdown  Springs  are  merely 
piped  spouts  that  act  as  outlets  from  the  springs  at  the  points  where 
they  become  small  streams.  I'he  nature  of  these  outlets  does  not 
permit  “ filling  in  or  closure  ” in  the  accepted  sense,  d'he  two 
wells  at  Penllyne  are  structures  of  architectural  interest.  These 
are  cleaned  out  and  maintained  b/  the  Parish  Council  as  and 
when  required,  and  the  water  is  not  used  for  domestic  purposes 
by  local  householders.  All  the  premises  in  the  region  of  these 
supplies  are  supplied  with  mains  water  under  pressure.

As  the  private  supply  serving  these  houses  shows  evidence  of 
contamination,  and  in  periods  of  drought  is  in  short  supply,  the 
owners  of  the  property  and  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  were 
approached,  and  as  a result  the  owners  concerned  undertook  to 
pay  the  sum  of  £60  in  respect  of  each  property  spread  over  a 
period  of  12  years,  towards  the  cost  of  a mains  extension.  The 
District  Council  undertook  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  deficiency 
over  the  same  period. 

(b)  Elan  House,  Ystradowen  and  Morfa  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 

These  schemes  were  also  submitted  to  the  Board  but  in  view 
of  the  high  average  cost  per  house  and  the  small  number  of  houses 
concerned,  it  was  not  thought  economical  or  practical  to  provide 
a mains  supply. 

Sewage  Contamination  of  Bathing  Beaches. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  to  the  loathing  beaches  in  the  district 
during  the  summer  period.  No  evidence  of  sewage  contamination 
within  this  area  has  been  noted  at  any  time. 

The  Council  has  a modern  sea  outfall  at  The  Leys,  St.  Athan 
and  an  outfall  at  Llantwit  Major  which  has  been  operating  for 
many  years  w'ithout  complaint.

Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

The  number  of  house, s remaining  to  be  dealt  with  at 
December,  1961  was  16.  The  original  number  for  clearance 
contained  in  the  report  submitted  to  the  Minister  was  157  which 
included  58  hutments.  Over  the  years  additional  unfit  houses 
have  been  added  to  this  number. 

The  Council  considered  a report  submitted  to  the  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Association  dealing 
with  the  modernisation  of  houses  not  included  in  the  slum 
clearance  programme.  The  report  suggested  that  the  standard 
of  modernisation  should  be  the  twelve  points  laid  down  for 
discretionary  grants  and  recommended  that  these  be  made  com- 
pulsory in  respect  of  all  property. 

In  the  interim  period  the  Council  decided  that  when  their 
embargo  on  discretionary  grants  was  raised,  circulars  be  sent 
to  owners  of  houses  suitable  for  modernising,  giving  details  of 
grants  available. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  collection  and  cesspool  emptying  are  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Collections  are  made  throughout  the  area  with  the  exception 
of  a few  isolated  farmhouses. 

Weekly  kerb  collection  is  made  throughout  the  south  of  the 
area  with  a twice  weekly  collection  of  business  premises  at  Llantwit 
Major.  Twice  weekly  collections  take  place  in  the  coal  mining 
areas  of  the  north. 

The  Council  also  undertakes  collections  from  the  Royal  Air 
Force  Station,  St.  Athan.  Daily  collections  are  made  from  the 
hospital  and  cookhouses.  The  Council  also  carries  out  collections 
of  trade  refuse  from  the  camp  for  which  the  Royal  Air  Force  pay 
£500  per  annum. 

In  addition,  the  Rural  District  Council  collects  from  the 
Cowbridge  Borough  Council  who  pay  the  cost  of  this  service. 


Refuse  Bins. 


The  Rural  District  Council  was  the  first  authority  in  South 
Wales  to  operate  a bin  provision  scheme  and  since  the  scheme 
commenced  in  1950  some  2,576  bins  have  been  issued  bv  the 
Council.  There  is  a regular  demand  for  bins  both  for  sale  and 
hire. 


Council  tenants  are  provided  with  refuse  bins  and  the  cost 
included  in  the  weekly  rental.  Private  persons  can  rent  bins  at 
5s.  Od.  per  annum  or  purchase  from  the  Council  at  a cost  slightly 
above  wholesale  price.

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  disposal  is  centred  on  two  sites: — 

(a)  Northern  Area. — The  Council  own  13^  acres  at  Llan- 
haran  which  deals  with  the  refuse  from  the  northern  area. 

(b)  Southern  Area. — The  Council  rent  8.2  acres  of  low  lying 
land  near  Gigman  Mill  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  area.  The  site  deals  with  refuse  from  the  Royal  Air 
Force  Station,  St.  Athan.  The  refuse  here  is  principally  paper 
and  cardboard  and  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  exceptionally 
hot  weather  to  avoid  fires. 
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Cesspool  Emptying. 

During  the  year  a complaint  was  received  that  the  contents 
of  cesspools  had  been  emptied  on  land  near  dwelling  houses  in 
the  area,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  presented  a detailed 
report  on  the  matter,  d'he  report  disclosed  the  tremendous  increase 
in  the  cesspool  emptying  work  carried  out  since  the  scheme  was 
commenced  in  1949,  and  also  showed  that  the  number  and 
percentage  of  houses  with  cesspool  drainage  had  increased  from 
509  (or  15%)  in  1949  to  772  (or  19%)  in  1960. 

The  report  advocated  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  in 
the  larger  villages  where  far  too  many  houses  are  drained  to 
cesspools.  The  Council  decided  that  in  future,  the  contents  of 
all  cesspools  emptied  in  the  area  should  be  discharged  into  the 
public  sewers. 


Litter  Bins. 

Litter  bins  are  provided  in  the  more  populated  parts  of  the 
area  and  also  during  the  summer  months  the  Council  pro\  ide  liins 
at  points  on  the  Llantwit  Major  beach. 

Considerable  damage  has  been  caused  to  these  bins  since  they 
were  introduced  some  years  ago.

All  conveniences  are  maintained  by  part-time  caretakers  with 
the  exception  of  the  Llantwit  Major  Beach  where  a female  care- 
taker is  employed  at  weekends  and  on  two  half  days  each  week 
between  Easter  and  Whitsun,  and  full  time  for  the  remainder  of 
the  summer  period.

'I'lie  Council’s  conditions  follow  closely  the  model  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  In  brief, 
these  require  residential  sites  to  be  provided  with  hard  standings, 
pathways  and  satisfactory  roads,  toilets,  laundry  and  bathing 
facilities,  fire  appliances,  etc.  Sites  used  for  summer  purposes 
only  are  not  required  to  provide  hard  standings,  baths  or  laundry 
facilities  but  in  other  respects  are  similar  to  the  standards  for 
permanent  sites. 

Licences  were  issued  during  the  year  which  required  structural 
works  to  be  carried  out  and  a fair  amount  of  work  was  carried 
out  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Further  works  are  required  and 
these  will  undoubtedly  be  completed  during  next  year. 

Scavenging  of  Streets  and  Highways. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of 
streets  in  the  area  using  a mechanical  road  sweeper  and  manual 
labour  for  the  purpose. 

Private  streets  on  the  Council’s  housing  estates,  not  yet  taken 
over  by  the  County  Council,  are  cleansed  by  the  District  Council. 

A part-time  labourer  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the 
sweeping  of  streets  in  Llantwit  Major  on  Sundays. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Future  Sewerage  Disposal  Schemes. 

Circular  1/62  (Wales)  issued  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Healtli 
lequires  information  to  be  given  regarding  the  Council’s  proposals 
for  future  sewerage  in  areas  where  schemes  are  urgently  needed. 

The  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cesspools  being 
serviced  by  the  Council’s  emptier  emphasises  the  need  for  sewerage 
schemes  to  be  installed  in  the  larger  villages  in  this  District. 

Idle  drainage  of  the  village  of  Llanmaes  is  particularly 
insanitary  due  to  the  discharge  of  slop  water  to  the  county  box 
drains  which  lead  to  the  pool  area.  A proper  system  is  required 
at  Treoes  Village. 

It  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  Council  and  certainly  to  the 
village  of  LTandow  if  a main  drainage  scheme  were  instituted  to 
replace  the  existing  large  cesspits  serving  the  28  Council  houses 
in  the  village.  The  cost  of  cesspool  emptying  is  a direct  charsje 
on  the  District  Council  and  involves  the  acute  problem  of  ultimate 
disposal  of  the  sewage  in  any  case.  Grants  are  available  in  respect 
of  approved  schemes.  The  villages  concerned  could  readily  b" 
sewered  and  means  of  disposal  of  effluent  is  available  in  each 
case.  I he  cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  a modern  sewerage 
scheme  is  very  small  compared  \yith  the  recurring  cost  of  cesspool 
emptying.

Closet  Conversions,  1961. 

The  Council  make  a grant  of  £12  Os.  Od.  in  respect  of  each 
earth  closet  converted  to  a water  closet  and  connected  to  the 
sewer  or  cesspit.

The  standard  grant  under  the  Housing  Act  has  largely  re- 
placed this  scheme  as  it  is  more  attractive. 
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Cinemas. 

I'he  only  cinema  operating  within  the  Rural  District  is  at 
Llantwit  Major  and  is  of  modern  construction.  The  number  of 
seats  has  been  further  reduced  and  a portion  of  the  auditorium 
is  used  as  a dance  floor. 

The  premises  comply  with  the  Cinematograph  Act  and  Reg- 
ulations and  the  sanitation  is  satisfactory. 

Clean  Air  Act  1956. 

Further  sets  of  generators  came  into  use  at  the  Central  Elec- 
tricity Authority’s  generating  station  at  The  Leys  during  the  year. 
No  complaints  of  smoke  or  gases  arising  from  the  chimneys  were 
received  or  observed. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  in  the  Gileston  area  of  a nuisance  being  caused  by  the 
discharge  of  dust  from  the  Aberthaw  Cement  Works  sited  in  the 
area  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council.  During  the  period  of 
westerly  winds  a considerable  quantity  of  cement-like  particles 
were  being  deposited  in  this  area.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
immediately  with  the  Alkali  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  who  made 
full  investigations. 

No  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  discharge  of 
fumes  at  the  By-Product  Plant  at  Coedely,  although  from 
observations  it  would  appear  that  conditions  are  not  entirelv 
satisfactory  here.  This  factory  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Alkali  Inspector. 

The  two  collieries  in  the  area  are  powered  by  electricity. 

The  Bronze  Smelters  at  Pontyclun  (within  the  area  of  this 
Authority) , have  not  given  rise  to  any  complaint  during  the  year. 

Explosive  Acts,  1875  and  1923. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  is  the  authorised  officer 
under  these  Acts,  states  that  there  were  eight  explosives  store 
licences  and  six  registered  premises  during  1961.  These  premises 
are  inspected  regularly  and  the  requirements  of  the  Acts  are 
observed. 

In  addition  22  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  fire- 
works. 

Factories  Act,  1937. 

The  factories  in  the  area  were  visited  regularly  to  check  for 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Acts. 

In  addition  to  the  administrative  work  covered  by  the 
Facinries  Act,  inspections  of  other  installations,  e.g.,  petroleum, 
petroleum  mixtures,  explosives  and  calcium  carbide  are  made  at 
the  time  of  visit.

Petroleum. 

There  are  39  licensed  premises  for  the  storage  of  petroleum. 
These  were  inspected  regularly  during  the  year. 

Some  new  filling  stations  have  been  erected  and  others  are  in 
process  of  alteration,  enlargement  or  modernisation.  These  install- 
ations are  inspected,  tested  and  approved  by  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  Officers,  and  fhe  Council  resolved  that  a scheme  for  the 
retesting  of  old  tanks  should  be  operated  on  a rota  in  ensuing 
vears, 
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Domestic  Pests. 


(a)  Fleas. 

Three  premises  were  sprayed  for  flea  eradication  during  the 
year.  One  of  these  was  the  small  hostel  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
area  which  is  usually  treated  as  a precautionary  measure  before 
summer  occupation. 

(b)  Bed  Bugs. 

Seven  Council  Houses  were  sprayed  with  insecticide  for  the 
destruction  of  bed  bugs.  Repeat  treatments  were  given  to  five  of 
these  houses  after  an  interval  of  two  to  three  weeks,  when  they 
had  been  stripped  for  redecoration.  In  one  instance  of  housing 
exchange  three  premises  were  involved  in  this  disinfestation  work. 

Action  was  not  necessary  at  the  Pantgwyn  site  during  the 
year. 

(c)  Ants 

One  house  was  treated  for  a heavy  infestation  of  flying  ants. 

(d)  Cockroaches. 

The  rodent  operative  is  instructed  to  make  additional 
enquiries  with  householders  regarding  this  type  of  infestation,  and 
suppliles  of  insecticide  powder  were  given  to  the  householder 
where  necessary. 

Three  premises  were  treated  during  the  year. 

(e)  Flies  and  Midges. 

Five  major  infestations  of  cluster  flies  and  midges  were  dealt 
with  in  properties  of  various  sizes.  All  the  dwellings  v/ere  located 
in  rural  surroundings  near  shrubberies,  where  it  seems  that  these 
insects  breed  before  migration  on  sunnier  days  to  the  living 
quarters  and  roof  spaces. 

(f)  Woodworm. 

One  Council  house  was  sprayed  with  special  insecticide  in 
order  to  arrest  an  infestation  which  the  householder  alleged  was 
affecting  his  furniture. 

Other  Pests. 

Many  types  of  domestic  pest  problems  such  as  woodlice  and 
and  clothes  moths,  are  brought  in  during  a year,  and  in  each  case 
the  advice  and  resources  of  the  Department  arc  readily  available 
to  householders. 
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Snakes. 


1 he  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  snake  bite  anti-venom 
serum  in  this  area  are  that  the  central  supply  is  kept  at  Lands- 
downe  Hospital  Cardiff(Tel.  21466). 

Small  supplies  are  also  available  and  emergency  treatment 
can  be  given  at  the  following: — 

(a)  Bridgend  General  Hospital,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend 

(Tel.  Bridgend  3341) 

(b)  East  Glamorgan  Hospital,  Church  Village 
(Tel.  Pontypridd  3061). 

(c)  Neath  General  Hospital  (Tel.  Neath  2001). 

(d)  Llwynypia  Hospital  (Tel.  Tonypandy  3081). 

Due  to  specialised  treatment  necessary  in  the  cases  of  snake 
bite,  it  is  advisable  for  patients  to  be  taken  direct  to  the  nearest 
of  these  hospitals  after  initial  first  aid  has  been  given. 

New  Legislation. 

Public  Health  Act,  1961. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  3rd  October  and  in  general, 
amends  the  1936  Act.  The  principal  provisions  give  additional 
powers  to  local  authorities  for  the  control  of  rubbish,  litter,  closet 
accommodation,  drainage,  food  storage,  bathrooms,  water  supply, 
defective  premises,  etc.  The  new  provisions  will  be  of  considerable 
assistance  to  local  authorities  and  their  officers. 

Housing  Act,  1961. 

This  Act  also  came  into  force  during  the  year. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960. 

During  the  year  a petition  was  received  from  thirteen  house- 
holders in  the  neighbourhood  of  The  Leys  Power  Station  relating 
to  excessive  noise  arising  at  the  station  during  the  discharge  from 
the  steam  drains.  The  complainants  had  kept  careful  observations 
which  showed  that  these  drains  were  discharged  at  varying  times 
during  the  day  and  night. 

The  Central  Electricity’s  generating  plant  at  The  Leys,  as 
a public  utility  undertaking,  does  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Noise  Act  but  the  Public  Health  Inspector  interviewed  the  Super- 
intendent who  stated  that  the  noise  would  be  due  to  “ teething 
troubles  ” at  the  newly  opened  Power  Station  and  that  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  prevent  recurrence. 

Observations  made  later  in  the  vear  showed  that  the  noise 
had  been  reduced  to  such  a low  level  as  not  to  warrant  further 
complaint. 
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Flooding. 

1.  Woodland  Terrace,  Tylgarw. 

The  Council  have  considered  the  flooding  which  takes  .place 
in  this  locality  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall.  The  river  con- 
cerned is  not  one  which  has  been  taken  over  by  the  River  Board 
as  a main  river,  and  it  was  decided  that  a request  be  made  to  the 
River  Board  to  take  over  the  section  of  the  river  concerned. 


2.  Beggars  Bound,  St.  Athan. 

Flooding  occasionally  takes  place  here  due  to  the  overgrown 
condition  of  the  stream  east  of  the  village.  This  is  under  the 
control  of  the  River  Board  and  their  attention  has  been  drawn  to 
the  need  for  cleansing. 


3.  Ty  Nant,  Llantwit  Major. 

Flooding  in  this  vicinity  occurs  periodically  and  in  an  attempt 
to  remedy  the  matter  the  Llantwit  Major  Parish  Council  agr^^pd 
to  the  closing  in  of  a gap  in  a wall  on  the  bank  of  the  river  which 
previously  gave  access  to  per  ons  drawing  water  from  the  river. 


Rodent  Control. 

Details  of  inspections  and  treatments  carried  out  during  the 
year  are  shown  in  the  summary  below.  Warfarin  is  now  exclusively 
used  for  surface  treatments  with  some  use  of  tracking  dust  in 
certain  instances.  Sewers  are  treated  in  rotation  by  the  alternative 
use  of  zinc  phosphide  and  arsenic. 

The  Council  entered  into  contracts  with  three  fanns  and  two 
business  premises  during  the  year. 

'I'hc  Health  Committee  have  recommended  the  approval  of 
the  purchase  of  a small  van  for  use  by  the  rodent  operative.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

Each  year  an  improvement  in  the  storage  and  presentation  of 
foodstuffs  to  the  public  is  noticeable  and  there  are  an  increasing 
number  of  shopkeepers  selling  frozen  foods.  In  any  scheme  of 
modernisation  shopkeepers  provide  counters  and  fitments  which 
are  readily  cleansed,  and  the  introduction  of  plastics  has  generally 
done  much  to  make  this  possible. 


Regular  visits  are  made  to  food  premises  within  the  area  and 
the  owner’s  attention  drawn  to  any  unsatisfactory  conditions 
found.  Advantage  is  taken  of  the  visit  to  explain  any  point  of 
food  hygiene  to  the  shopkeepers. 


Each  of  the  nine  butchers’  shops  in  the  rural  area  was 
provided  with  large  refrigerators  and  in  several  cases  refrigerated 
food  counters  have  been  installed.

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Milk  Samples. 

The  Rural  District  Council  is  still  responsible  for  the  registra- 
tion of  dairies  and  distributors,  other  than  producers,  l)ut  the 
licensing  of  dealers  is  now  carried  out  by  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960. 

The  district  is  a specified  area  in  which  only  pasteurised  or 
tuberculin  tested  milk  can  be  sold. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year. 


Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  by  the  heat  treatment  method 
in  the  district,  but  three  manufacturers  use  the  complete  cold  mix 
method.  The  remaining  producers  purchase  ice  cream  from  one 
or  other  of  the  large  manufacturers. 

Of  the  37  samples  taken  during  the  year  36  were  in  Grade  1 
which  is  satisfactory  and  1 in  Grade  2 which  is  fairly  satisfactory. 
The  latter  sample  was  produced  by  a manufacturer  using  the 
complete  cold  mix  method.

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Poultry  Dressing  and  Packing. 

It  was  reported  in  the  report  for  1960  that  the  Ministry  ot 
Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fislieries  and  Food  were 
preparing  a Code  of  Practice  for  poultry  dressing  and  packing, 
and  this  publication  was  issued  during  the  current  year. 

In  the  communication  accompanying  the  Code  the  Ministry 
stated  that  the  large  number  of  table  poultry  now  being  produced 
made  it  impracticable  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  examine 
every  bird  or  carcase  but  as  an  alternative  to  this  it  was  intended 
to  encourage  a system  of  scrutiny  by  the  industry  itself. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  personnel  in  packing  premises  be  made 
sufficiently  aware  of  the  suspect  condition  in  birds  and  carcases  in 
order  that  they  can  put  suspect  carcases  on  one  side  for 
examination  by  a qualified  inspector. 

There  are  two  premises  producing  table  birds  in  this  area 
and  both  conform  with  the  Council’s  requirements,  and  periodical 
inspections  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Copies  of  the  Ministry’s  Code  of  Practice  and  circulars  were 
sent  to  the  two  producers  concerned. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Regulations  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations 
(Appointed  Day — No.  3)  Order,  1961. 

The  Cowbridge  Rural  District  is  included  in  these  Orders 
which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1961.  1 he  Orders  bring 
into  force  certain  parts  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention 
of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  195B  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Foods. 

A licensed  dealer  in  the  Penybont  Rural  .^rea  collects  all 
diseased  and  unsound  meats.  He  operates  a modern  digesting 
plant  which  sterilises  the  diseased  food  and  enaliles  it  to  be  used 
for  other  purposes. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry-  wrote 
stating  that  he  was  commencing  an  enquiry  into  the  pi'oblei-n  of 
echinococcus  and  asked  to  be  provided  with  information  aliout 
the  origin  of  animals  which  showed  evidence  of  echinococcus 
infestation  when  slaughtered. 

The  Ministry’s  inspectors  will  make  follow-up  visits  to  the 
farms  concerned  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  specimens  of  dogs' 
faeces  for  examination. 
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The  Council  undertook  to  co-operate  with  the  Ministry  in 
this  investigation  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  to  the 
Alinistry  tlie  infestations  found  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  this 
disti'ict.
